Recent Patient Lauds

Owing to my recent wonderful ex¬ 
perience as a patient in the Vulcan 
hospital it might not be amiss for 
me to comment upon the same in the 
columns of your valuable paper.

Dr. Carson 
one of the promoters of this grand in 
stitution, a pioneer in our midst, has 
rendered valuable services to the 
people of this community as a doctor 
Dr. Almond who has also been with 
us for sometime is a very capable 
doctor and surgeon and is well liked 
by all who know him. Dr. Burke, 
another promoter, though with us 
but a few years has already gained a 
wonderful reputation as a doctor and 
especially as a surgeon of the highest 
order. The fact that his former cli¬ 
ents and friends come, quite a dis¬ 
tance out of their way to obtain his 
services speaks volumes. 

My own operation, which Dr. Burke 
performed so successfully, was such 
that is seldom undertaken outsit'' of 
a clinic, such as'the Mayo Browers. 
Imagine the surgeons predicament 
who, expecting to perform a simple 
appendix operation, on making the 
incision discovers something far 
more serious, what is termed “bowel 
obstruction,” a major instead of a 
minor operation. To cOpe with such 
a situation required not only superior 
knowledge and skill but also - a 
prompt decision and a very high type 
of courage, which qualities Dr. Burke 
evidently possesses in abundance.

As for the matron and-her staff of 
trained nurses^ I ( doubt whether they 
are excelled anywhere on this con¬ 
tinent. The Vulcan Hospital Board 
are fortunate indeed to have secured 
the services of such an excellent ma¬ 
tron as Miss McLeod. She.has behind 
her many years of experience as a 
skilfull nurse amt*manager of muni¬ 
cipal hospitals. She has also a splen¬ 
did business head and- a charming 
personality. 

To say the least I was very much 
edified at the manner in which these 
nurses performed their duties. To 
see them hovering over the stricken 
patient like ministering angels trying 
to revive those smoldering embers, 
using every means of their craft to 
relieve suffering, one is convinced 
that they are fully aware of their 
grave responsibility. They are aware 
that the battle for the patient’s .life 
does not end when he leaves the op¬ 
erating room. 

To my mind the services of the con 
scientious nurse or doctor can never

LOCAL HEALTH UNIT NOTES 

Of the several species of two wing¬ 
ed flies found in houses and other 
buildings the hoy so fly is by far the 
most abundant and annoying. The 
house fly is world wide in distribution 
and is notorious for the part it plays 
in spreading such dangerous diseases 
as typhoid fever, infantile diarrhoea, 
the’so-called summer “Flu,” tubercu¬ 
losis, cholera, dysentry, poliomyelitis 
and many* others. It breeds in filth, 
such as various kinds of manure, gar¬ 
bage and human foeces. It is a men¬ 
ace to public health, owing to its ha¬ 
bit of passing directly from filth to 
human food, carrying bacteria and 
other organisms and particles of de¬ 
composing organic matter on its 
hairy body and legs ;ui(j-stickey feet. 
Dangerous organisms , may also be 
conveyed to food by its excreta -ftnd 
reguigitated saliva. 

The eggs which are deposited in 
filth to* the number of 100 to 150 
hatch in 24 hours. The new fly ..is 
fully developed to the egg laying, 
stage in two weeks. One fly may lay 
as many as 600 eggs in a’season. It 
would take a mathemetician to esti¬ 
mate the number which might, and 
do develop in places whcjfe. they are 
unmolested. _ Their development can 
easily be prevented by destruction 
of all breeding places; but until suf¬ 
ficient public interest is aroused to 
allow that work, the most reliable 
means is to have all window., and 
doors properly screened and to.irtl- 
mediatply destroy by swatter, sticky 
pads or poison all flies which get into 
the house. 

Information regarding the destruc¬ 
tion of flies as well as other health 
information may be obtained from 
the Okotoks-High River Health Dis 
trict.

LetHbrnlg.* Horalu jives a table of wholesale prices on 
butter, cheese ami eggs over the past 61 years, which 
shows that butter und cheese prices were higher in 1880 
than in 1900. 

“On the former date the price of wholesale butter was 
21.Ml cents a pound and cheese was 12.75, while on June 
.15, 1920, they were 20.50 and 11.25 cents respectively. 
In those days evidently eggs were not held in such high 
regard as they are today when a graded, good quality pro 
duct was put on the market, for while in 1880 the price 
was only ll ; cents a dozen, in 1930 it reach 22 cents. 

“ The high spots in the table are interesting. They came 
not during the war as one might expect to find, but in the 
years immediately alter the war. In 1920 butter reached 
a'high of 08 cents a pound wholesale in December, cheese 
30 cents and t-irgs 80 cents. Is it any wonder that far¬ 
mers today, remembering those figures of a decade ago,

Local motorists who have returned from tours to Van¬ 
couver, speak with enthusiasm of the splendid facilities 
for tourists along'the way. It appears .however, that tlfe, 
majority of these motorists have crossed the Montana 
boundary and made their tour by way of American high 
ways. They have found the total cost of trawl, including 
gas, cabin accommodation at touri/Tsnnps, and all fooiT 
supplies, remarkably small. 

This would appear to be a strong argument not only 
for a trans-Canada road, but also for tourist 'accommoda¬ 
tion equal to that on the American side of the lino. The 
building of little colonies of tourist cabins, at suitable 
sites, along the trans-Canada highway is a verynecessary 
part of the highway program, if its full purpose is to be 
realized. 

As matters have stood for a number of years, numbers 
of Canadian motorists, bound for Vancouver or lor On¬ 
tario or for the Maritimes travel for hundreds of miles 
along U.S. highways in order to get from point to point 
in Canada. A great proportion of their touring expenses 
goes to the American side. 

With the building of the Trans-Canada, this money 
should remain in Canada.

“Last year the curling rinks were a godsend,” writes 
the Rev. W. A. Wilkinson from the dried-out region of 
southern Saskatchewan. Because‘of drought, the people 
are under severe strain and he looks to -sport as a way 
out. Mr. Wilkinson knows,what games meant to men in 
the trenches'and so he says: “These people have cut their 
reading material to'nothifig in most cases; they have no 
money . . . We niust by some means get these people to¬ 
gether. . . . We must guard against them living alone 
with their thoughts . . . This year our churches must be 
social centres . . . Sport must be maintained everywhere 
. . . Last year the curling rinks were a godsend . . . 
Our task is clear. First, the churches must be kept open 
not only as preaching places, put as social centres . . . 
We are having picnics and social gatherings now. The 
need of these will increase. Sixty per cent, of the faces 
indicate care and anxiety. They have fought through two 
years of drought, some through three. They hoped this 
year for alleviation. It has not come.’’ 

Reason enough for sport and for everything that will 
helpfully divert people’s attention from the tragic aspects 
of the immediate situation.—The New Outlook.

FROM NO CROP 


A Saskatchewan farmer has taken an original method 
of ensuring himself of a crop this season, without any 
brow sweating or physical exertion. He has sim^y let 
his land lie idle and Jjas bought himself 2500 bushels of 
wheat at 25 cents a bushel. This he will keep in his own 
bins as-his 1932 crop. He has 160 acres which on an av¬ 
erage ha* yielded him 16 bushels. It costs him about 40 
cents a bushel to grow and harvest, so instead of spend¬ 
ing $6.40 an acre to get his crop, he buys his grain. He 
explains his reasons to the Regina Star: 

“1 Will keep that wheat I bought for five years if neces¬ 
sary. In the meantime I’ll let my land lie idle this com¬ 
ing year and summerfallow it. 1 will more than get the 
wheat back just from the fallowing. And I will save al 1 
harvesting costs, hail insurance, and everything else' on 
the crop.

Nitrogen, Potash and Phosphoric 
Acid Consumed in Constant 
Cropping 


This Fall Will Give Indication of 
How Valuable Churchill Will be as 
Shipping Port 


In Middle Western States, They 
Need More Geography 


To Stabilize Pound Sterling, Banking 
Interests Will Come to Help of 
Britain 


Natives of New Glasgow, Nova 
Scotia, according to the Eastern 
Chronicle, have received some rude 
shocks while visiting in Minnesota, 
U.S.A. Some of the questions asked 
were: 

Is Nova Scotia as large a town as 
Wadena, Minnesota? 

Are there any stores In Nova Sco¬ 
tia? 

Another interrogator had a cousin 
married to a man from Canada nam¬ 
ed MacDonald. He was supposed-to 
come front a little place called Sas¬ 
katchewan. Had the Nova Scotians 
ever met him? 


Late news dispatches indicate that 
the new Hudson Bay route is to be 
given a practical test this fall. It is 
announced that two vessels will carry 
coal from Great Britain to Fort 
Churchill and on their return voyage 
will carry wheat. They are in addi¬ 
tion to th charters arranged by the 
federal government for the same pur 
pose. 

The only way to determine the 
safe navigability of the northern 
shipping rigite is by actual test. The 
experience the vessels which will 
bring cargoes in and out of Churchill 
will largely settle the question of 
feasibility and have an important 
'bearing on the matter of insurance 
-rating which is now in a nebulous 
state.

Soils do wear out by continual crop¬ 
ping, and here are home of the facts 
as supplied by Dr. F. T. Shutt, M.A.. 
D.Sc., Dominion Chemist, Department 
of Agriculture. A 25 bushel crop of 
wheat removes from the soil about 
30 pounds of nitrogen, 12 pounds of 
phosphoric acid, and 7 pounds of po¬ 
tash in a year. A 200 bushel crop of 
potatoes removes about 42 pounds of 
nitrogen, 18 pounds of phosphoric 
acid, and 60 pounds of potash. Tak¬ 
ing an average of these two crop 
types tlie average crop removes 36 
pounds of nitrogen, 15 pounds- phos¬ 
phoric acid, and 33 pounds of potash 
in a season. According to estimates 
of the total amount of plant food 
present in soils of good quality the 
available supplies of these three bas¬ 
ic food - substances would, if not re¬ 
newed by some means, be completely 
exhausted in 113 years for the nitro¬ 
gen, 268 years for the 'phosphoric 
acid and 227 years for the potash. 
Only by the return of plant foods can 
soil fertility- be maintained.

Over one hundred delegates met at 
the convention of Montana and Al¬ 
berta Highway Association held at 
Waterton. The aim of the Associa¬ 
tion is to bring Montana and Alberta 
more into the tourist eye and to put 
the Sunshine Trail vigorously before 
the public. The work of the Associa¬ 
tion ais to extend a great highway 
from Athabasca to Mexico or fTotn 
icebergs to chili con-'came. 

A resolution was also framed and 
[-■sent to proper national authorities, 
endorsing the suggestion that Glac¬ 
ier and Waterton be considered as 
the first International Peace Park. 

It was stated that Canada now had 
a gravel highway from Edmonton to 
Coutts, with the best portion lying 
between High River and Kipp. 

A. B. MacKay "pointed out that 
Canada was suffering greatly for 
laek of a . trans-Canada highway 
which should be started in the near 
future. 

United States has four through’ 
highways. 

The convention agreed that the 
Sunshine Trail should be extended 
through ^astern Idaho as far as Salt 
Lake city, thus connecting Alberta 
and Montana with the great string 
of tourists passing over the trans¬ 
country highways, and connecting 
with the great California traffic. The 
next thing would be to advertise the 
beauties of Montana and Alberta.

Canada’s credit balance from the 
1930 tourist trade was $166,000,000.

It is true 
that the figure represents a definite 
drop from the $188,000,000 credit 
balance uttained in 1929, but it'mtist 
be remembered that "1929 was a phe- 
nomally good year and 1930 an em¬ 
phatically bad year. In any case, 
$166,000,000 is not to be considered 
lightly these days. 

Furthermore, we cannot expect 
this balance to be maintained without 
a progressive policy on our part. The 
United States is forging ahead in 
road construction, in erection of 
amusement places r and in adoption 
of the most efficient accommodation 
for motorists. Many Canadians re¬ 
turn from trips to tke United States 
filled with praise of the courteous 
and efficient service they received. 
Some of them compare Canadian 
courtesy _ and efficiency with that 
found in the United States, to the ad¬ 
vantage of the latter. 

We have a satisfactory tourist 
trade balance now. We.will have to 
keep on our toes to maintain it.'

Immediate Joint Action by United 
States and Canada to Protect Wild 
Duck from Extinction

Those interested in the preserva¬ 
tion of wild fowl on the North Am¬ 
erican continent are agreed that there 
must be joint legislation between 
Canada and United States, before 
any effective measures can be taken. 
It is expected that the two govern¬ 
ments may agree on a closed season 
this year for wild duck. 

In both countries great concern is 
left over the rapid extermination of 
duck. There are 90 per cent, of the 
wild duck shot across the line as 
against 10 per cent, shot in Canada, 
yet these ducks are ' reared in the 
breeding grounds of Canada. It is 
evident that United States must co¬ 
operate if anything is to be accom¬ 
plished in preserving one of the fin¬ 
est game birds of the country. 

Mr. Hayden, president of the Can¬ 
adian Fish and Garqe Association 
I points out startling facts. He says; 
“Today in Alberta there are not five 
per cent, of the ducks compared with 
ten years ago. The situation is the 
same in other prairie provinces. Ag¬ 
ricultural lands have beeh more or 
less subject to drought in the last 
nine years drying up breeding 
grounds. Farming activities, pests, 

| bad water and over shooting had all 
taken toll.” - % 

He also showed the wholesale hav¬ 
oc wrought amongst ducks in United 
States. Last year six and one half 
million licenses were issued in U.S. 
with a limit of 15 ducks and 12 geese 
per day. The total population of 
these wild fowl in N. America is es¬ 
timated as between 60 and 100 mil¬ 
lion. So the total wild fowl popula¬ 
tion could be exterminated in one 
day, without anybody getting a bag 
lintit. 

Speedy transportation has brought 
hunters into ‘ formerly inaccessible 
lands and greatly increased facilities 
for slaughter. 

Every pressure is being brought to 
bear at Ottawa and Washington to 
protect the birds and it is expected 
Ithat this will be a closed season in 
both countries. One or more closed 
seasons should be required with a 
gradual lifting of the ban in later 
yoats, starting with short seasons 
and small bag limits. More sanctu¬ 
aries and breeding grounds are neces 
sary, and wild duck breeding farms 
may become national undertakings.

The two farmers referr¬ 
ed to above had money enough to 
protect their 1932 crop by buying it 
now. The farmers in this south¬ 
west, dried area cannot do this. When 
there is so much wheat in Canada 
and no other country wants it, why 
ngt use the resources of the country 
now in buying for these farmers their 
1932 crop—an amount equal to each 
farmer’s average for the past five 
years? This would use up the huge 
surplus of grain, make the farmer 
feel secure for twelve months, and it 
would give an opportunity to put his 
land in better condition for 1933.—
